The Committee on Resolutions reported a 
resolution indorsing the platform and candi­ 
dates of the Cincinnati Convention. 
Judge William Long was nominated for 
Secretary of State. 
The ticket was completed as follows : TV. 
15. Follett, Supreme Judge ; Richard J. Fen- 
ning, Clerk of Supreme Court; W. J. Jack­ 
son, Board of Public Works; J. J. Burns, 
Commissioner of Schools ; R. P. Anney and 
John F. Follett, Presidential Electors at 
large. 
MISSOURI DEMOCRATIC STATE CONVENTION. 
Je ffe rso n City, July 221.—After a lung 
night session tho Convention adjourned until 
to-day, and upon reassembling this morning 
nominated Colonel Robert A. Campbell for 
Lieutenant-Governor. Robert J. Day was 
nominated for Judge of the Supreme Court. 
M. K. McGrath was nominated for Secre­ 
tary of State and PhiL E. Chappel for Treas­ 
urer.

New York, July 22d.—The Republic, re­ 
viewing the wheat prospect, says: The 
severe stprm which swept over England last 
week lias greatly affected the outlook. It 
does not seem likely now that England will 
require 20,0(!0,000 bushels less than it did last 
year. According to present indications, 
France will need as much within 30,000,000 
bushels as it did last year. Such information 
as is received from other countries of the 
Continent does not now warrant the belief 
that their demands will he as large as they 
were in 1879 <80 ; hut an allowance of 10,000,­ 
000 bushels for the difference, or 00,000,000 
bushels for England and the Continent, 
seems to be as much as is warranted thus far. 
In the light of the latest advices, it is only 
fair to say that one or two days of bad 
weather may increase the demand very much, 
while it docs not now seem probable that it 
cau fall below that of last year by more than 
60,000,000 btishels.

In the second heat St. Julien 
came in first, Darby second, Hopeful third. 
Time, 2:18J. The third heat and race was 
won by S t Julien. Darby second, Hopeful 
third. Time, 2:164. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.; 
Chicago, July 22d.—This was the greatest 
day of the Jockey Club meeting, and al­ 
though the time made in the free for all was 
not as fast as had been expected, the vast 
crowd in attendance had the gratification of 
seeing St. Julien beat two other very fast 
horses with ease, which was fco apparent as to 
convince the most casual observer that he 
had extra links which could be loosened, and 
which would permit him to lower the 
record of 2:12j¡ which he himself has 
made. Hickotk is so confident of his 
powers that he has offered for a remunerative 
purse to put him against any trotter or pacer 
on the turf, and it is not unlikely that a race 
between this swift-footed trotter and some of 
the lightning pacers now at present here will 
be arranged ''efore the meeting ends. 
In 
fact, such negotiations are in progress. It is 
stated that St. Julien has not broken since 
last September, except once while íd practice, 
and then on account of the muddy track. Mr. 
Hickok claims to have driven him over the 
Chicago track in practice to a lower record 
than was ever made by any other horse. 
The crowd cheered lustily when St. Julien 
and the rest came on the track. The $2,500 
purse was about the only money that was in­ 
vested in this race. The pool-seller w.Ts an 
unknown factor in it. The question was rot 
what horse would wia, but how fast time the 
Californian would make; and so when the 
race was called and Darby started with a 
slight lead iu the first heat, there was general 
surprise. It did not last long, however, for 
before the draw-gate was reached the coaster 
had placed himself in the front. Just here 
Hopeful made ;he first of a series of bad 
breaks, which proved disastrous to him in 
every heat. This break put him far 
hack, and Darby footed it just be­ 
hind 
St. Julien until the backstretcb 
was reached, when he got at evens, and in 
this position they came arountl the upper 
turn. Just then there arose a shout, “ Book 
at Hopeful come,” “ See him,” and for a 
moment all eyes were on that horse of en­ 
couraging name, who, with tremendous burst 
of speed, shot his little white legs forward 
towards the leaders, overhauling them in an 
incredibly short space of time. He reached 
their fore wheels, but could not last, and half 
way down the home-stretch left his feet and 
the heat was gone from him, St. Julien com­ 
ing in first, Darby second by half a length, 
Hopeful third. Time, 2:17i- 
When the second heat was called faster 
time was expected. The horses got away at 
the third trial, St. Julien and Hopeful going 
very fast and taking the lead. At the firet 
turn Hopeful made his customary break, 
which was atrociously out of place just here, 
and when he regained his feet was some dis­ 
tance behind. On the hack stretch St. Ju­ 
lien allowed Darby to get on even terms with 
him, but his manner was like that of the cat 
which trifles with a mouse. At the upper 
turn they were still together, with Hopeful, 
who had trotted very fast, close up. Just 
before entering the homestretch the latter 
again left his feet, but quickly caught a trot 
again. The leaders still went neck and neck 
at the short-dútance stand, but Darby right 
here lost his pegs and St. Julien trotted in an 
easy winner, Derby barely saving second 
place.

Up 
to a short time since she was said to have 
been affianced to the Marquis of Anglesey, to 
whom she became engaged soon after her di­ 
voice from her husband. In June last 
Anglesey nut and married Mrs. Wedenhouse, 
formerly Miss Minnie King, of Georgia. 
Mrs. Wetmore was dreadfully depressed 
upou hearing of the marriage. At last, in 
despair, she put an end to her life. The sad 
occurrence has created a great sensation in 
the American Colony.

Biillroiil Muller*. 
N ew Y ork, July 22d.—The Railroad,Man­ 
ual for 1880 shows the number of miles of 
road in operation at the close of 1S79 to have 
been 86,497—an increase for the year of 4,771. 
Thirteen of the principal lines in the country 
move 45.557,002 tons of freight in 1873. 
and 67.092,549 in 1879, and earned from 
freight $112,004,649 in 1873 and $116,311,452 
in 1879. It will be seen by the above that 
while there has been an increase in freight 
moved of 47.29 per cent, and in miles of road 
operated 20.83 per cent., the increase in earn­ 
ings from that source has been only 3.84 per 
cent. Freight Ls now moved at a rate per ton 
per mile which would five years ago have been 
regarded as impossible. The percentage of 
decrease has been 42.31 per cent.—nearly 
equal to the increase in tons of freight moved. 
The gross earnings of ali the roads whose 
operations hare been reported have equaled 
$529,012,290, against $490,103,351 for 1S78. 
$472,909,272 for 1877, $497,257,959 for 1876, 
$503,065,505 for 1875. The dividends paid 
during the year ^aggregate $61,681,470, being 
the largest amount divided among stockhold­ 
ers for any one year bíiico 1876. The gross 
earnings of railroads of the Western States 
were $232,379,616, against $209,852,252 for 
1878. The- net earnings were $98,961,606,

The Kansas Indian Outrage. 
TorEKA (Ks.), July 22d.—H. X. Vanden- 
dorff, who was sent- by Governor St. Johu to 
inquire into the reported ludían depredations 
on the Ciinaron, has returned, and says 
that a party of five Osage Indians attacked a 
herd of horses owned by Mr. Driscoll, whose 
uncle is located about forty-five miles south 
of Dodge City, and near Cimaron river. 
The herder in charge of the horses undertook 
to drive them away until his horse was killed. 


The Indians secured five horses and left, re­ 
turning to Indian Territory. Captain Les- 
chutu. with forty mounted soldiers, left Fort 
Dodge the day before Vandtndorff arrived, 
acting under telegraphic orders from General 
Pope, who had been notified by the Governor 
of the rumor. Cattle men are securing all 
the arms and ammunition they can huy, and 
mean to defend themselves if there are other 
attempts of this kind.

London, July 22d.—The report of Clare, 
Sewell, Read aud Albert Pell, who were sent 
by the Royal Agricultural Commission to the 
United States and Canada to inquire into the 
state of agriculture, says that while many of 
the prevailing conditions are favorable in 
America in a contest for agricultural suprem­ 
acy, still drawbacks exist which tell in favor 
of England. The severe winters suspend 
agricultural employment, droughts are inju­ 
rious, insects and—in the prairie country—a 
short supply of water endanger the crops. 
Western America possesses singular ad van­ 
tages for stock-raisers, while the Middle States 
afford them excellent pasturage, and Eastern 
States good markets. The allotment of land 
aud termination of free ranges in the West 
will increase the cost of cattie raising, but 
the increased consumption by the growing 
population will enhance prices. The success 
and extension of the growth of blue-grass 
opens fre.-h prospects for the grazier, and 
will in time bring an improved turf under 
the hoofs of thoroughbred stock, or at least 
of higher-graded cattle.

Speaking the other day of the only rail­ 
road China ever had, the remnants of 
which are soon to arrive iu this port on 
the shiji Tihpr, from Shanghai, he said : 
“ I don’t believe that any foreigner, or, 
for that matter, any Americanized Chi­ 
naman, will ever attempt the construc­ 
tion of a railroad in China for the 
next fifty years. 
The Christian re­ 
ligion 
has 
made 
wonderful 
ad­ 
vances during the past twenty years, 
hut the rankest superstition still exists- 
among the masses. Turn whatever way 
you will you will find that when afflic­ 
tion or disaster visits the Chinaman’s 
possessions in his own country he will lay 
the blame ou the foreigner aud his contriv­ 
ances. The upper classes humor the;, 
beliefs. To illustrate: When this rail­ 
road was about to be laid, Charles E. Hill 
applied to the local governor or toutai, at 
Shanghai, for permission to construct his 
railroad, and received it. Knowing the 
superstitious tendency of the people he had 
to deal with, Mr. Hill started his road lrom 
nowhere in particular, with the intention 
of finishing both ends as soon as he had 
felt the pulse of the people on the question. 
He never put on both ends. A severe 
storm of wind and rain came up one aft- r- 
noon as the men were working, and 
destroyed the crops of the farmers in 
that locality. ImmediaN ty a cry was 
raised against the railroad, and Mr. Hill 
didn't believe he ever could complete the 
road. The rails lay there until some Eng­ 
lish gentlemen believed that they ccdd 
build a road between two storms. They 
were of the opinion that if the road wa: 
once built the Chinese would become a - 
customed to it. At any rate, they though* 
that they would not he compelled to re­ 
move it. Mr. Hill’s was a horse railroad, 
but the Englishmen were to propel the:: 
cars with steam on a narrow-gauge road. 
When work was started at Shanghai to lay 
the rails an excited mol) gathered about 
the laborers. 
All the arguments which, 
superstition could devise were tried 
upon the coolie laborera to induce 
them to stop work, and, that failing, 
denunciations were used. 
The loca' 
and Imperial Government endeavored 
to put a 3top to tho work. The Eng­ 
lish company put ia Mr. Hill’s charter 
and completed the road to Woo Sung, a 
distance of sixteen miles. This place is a 
fishing village of not the slightest import­ 
ance, at the conference of the Yang-Tse 
and Woo Sung rivers. The road ran 
through a low, level, alluvial tract only a 
few feet above the river. The native gar­ 
deners were accustomed to run their wheel­ 
barrows all over this tract, aud had cut 
narrow canals, through which they could 
paddlo their boats to the Yang-Tse river. 
The company ran locomotives and cars on 
the road, hut few patronized it. Then the 
English company said that they had no 
hope of doing a big business on this road 
hut it was to he the entering wedge of r, 
network of railroads that would in titr.r 
connect all the principal Chinese porta 
with important interior towns. Several 
heavy storms, however, occurred during 
the month succeeding the completion 
of the railroad, and the Chinese farmers 
sa;d the Fung Tsoor, or the spirits of wind 
and storm, were terribly enraged. Ar­ 
rangements were entered into between the 
Imperial Government and the railroad com­ 
pany within a year after the road’s comple­ 
tion, whereby the Government should pay 
cost price for it. The spirits weie propi­ 
tiated by the tearing up of the rails, which 
were then sent down to Foochow, where I 
was then stationed. It was propo-ed to 
use the rails in a road that was to run coal 
cars between the mines and the city, but it 
was never done. I don’t know what it is 
proposed to do with ihe rails now, hut I 
suppose American merchants in China have 
the same feeling in reference to the build­ 
ing of railroads that the missionaries have. 
The Christian religion will have to continue 
its iullueuce for well on to two generations 
before the Chinese Government will think 
of allowing a railroad to kdl its people, 
blow ciuders into almond eyes, or thrust 
softcoal smoke down the Mongolian throat.’’

to be ascribed to accident. He then traced 
the cour-.t of the water up to an old mill- 
dam, which proved to he full of impurities, 


y et which nobody had ever suspected. 
Doubtless North Adams is not the first 
town that has been poisoned by bad water, 
or that has attributed the evil to every­ 
thing but the right cause.

CHANCE FOR

SPAIN 
PREVARICATING. 


The Spanish Government appears to 
have acted in a rather tricky way regard­ 
ing the firing upon American fruiters. 
A t 
first it was em phatically denied that there 
was any such Spanish war vessel as the 
Nuncio. 
W hen it appeared that this 
excuse would not do, it was alleged that 
the fruiters had been within the maritime 
league of the coast over which Spain exer­ 
cises jurisdiction. 
It having been shown 
that the vessels were much more thau a 
league from land, it is claimed that the 
jurisdiction of 
Spain 
extends over two 
leagues instead of one. 
This of course 
raises a point of international law, during 
the consideration of which the original 
cause of the dispute Í3 very apt to be lost 
sigl’.t o f ; and this perhaps is what the 
Spanish Government desires. 


The most dangerous yet the strongest 
tendency in Presidential campaigns is that 
which leads men to concentrate tlieir atten­ 
tion upon frivolous personalities, and to 
neglect those high questions of national 
polities which are alone important. 
It is 
to be hoped that this danger w ill be 
avoided in the present contest, for as­ 
suredly there ate enough profound and 
weighty considerations involved to engage 
flie most serious thought of the people. 
The known personal character of both the 
candidates is such as to render detraction 
a mere exhibition of malevolence and base­ 
ness. 
The questions upon w'hich voters 
decide to act should be those which con­ 
cern the future of the Republic. 
In this 
campaign the D «iocratic party stands for­ 
ward a3 the representative and champion 
of the doctrine of State rights. 
It has 
been often declared that this doctrine was 
obsolete, but so far is this from being the 
case that if the next Administration is 
Democratic 
the 
country 
must 
pre­ 
pare for the rehabilitation of the theory, 
with 
all 
that 
such a 
rehabilitation 
implies and involves. 
It would be folly to 
suppose that the Southern States, after 
having already succeeded in turning negro 
emancipation to their own advantage and 
to the injury of their opponents, after hav­ 
ing secured the political solidarity of their 
section by system atic suppression of the 
suffrage, would he willing to call a halt. 
The Southern leaders believe that “ much 
“ lias been done, hut more remains to do.” 
They look forward from the vantage ground 
which Kukluxism has gained them, to 
the full restoration of the power they held 
before the rebellion. 
They fix their gaze 
upon a point in the near future when they 
expect to be able to undo all the legisla­ 
tion growing out of the rebellion, when 
they expect 
to 
be 
able to 
abrogate 
all the constitutional amendments, when 
they expect to be able to enforce the 
payment of the Confederate debt and the 
claims of the rebel property owners, and 
when they w ill have wen more by com* 
bined fraud and force than ever they lost on 
the battle-field. 
Nor need the declaration 
that they contemplate the abrogation of 
the constitutional amendments be regarded 
as extravagant or visionary. 
In a recent 
speech at Indianapolis, Mr. Porter, the 
Republican candidate for Governor of In ­ 
diana, pointed out the successive meas­ 
ures 
constituting the Democratic 
pro­ 
gramme, and from this outline it may be 
gathered that the policy of the party is 
sufficiently 
comprehensive. 
The 
pro­ 
gramme involves these changes. 
(1.) The 
division of Texas into four States, accord­ 
ing to the A ct of annexation, thus securing 
eight in place of two Southern Senators. 
(2.) The admission of 
Utah and

M exico 
to 
secure 
four 
more 
Sen­ 
ators. 
(3.) The 
organization 
of 
the 
State 
of 
Oklahoma

more. 
This would give the solid South 
41 Senators, or exactly half the body. 
(4.) 
The abolition of all the reconstruction 
measures. 
(5.) The abrogation of all the 
constitutional amendments. 
(6.) The re­ 
construction of the United States Supreme 
Court. 
On this point Mr. Porter said : 
“ It would be easy enough for a Court 
“ composed of men believing in the South- 
“ ern theory of Stateism to hold that all 
“ these amendments are void for viola- 
“ tion of the 
‘ federal 
compact.’ 
W e 
1 know, from experience in our own State, 
“ how easily constitutional amendments 
“ may he overthrown to m eet oven the 
“ sm allest exigencies of party. 
Now see 
“ how easily these amendments may be 
“ overthrown 
to 
meet 
the 
over- 
“ whelming demands of a section. 
The 
“ way is already prepared. 
A bill is now

“ that at least three-fourths of the increase

“ mcnts are known beforehand on ques- 
“ tions so vital. 
Upon an agreed case like 
“ that in our own State, the amendments

That suggestion, however, has 
no force. 
The South has not shrunk 
from putting its very existence in jeopardy.

degraded them to vassalage. 
More pesti­ 
lent and imbecile theories it would be im­ 
possible to conceive of, but for all that 
they w ill find approval among a certain 
kind of people, who are too sluggish of 
mind to realize that governments which 
confiscate the property of one class of citi­ 
zens for the benefit of another class, or 
which undertake to supply the place of a 
parent to the whole community, must in the 
very nature of the case become 
mere 
organized machines for robbery, and must 
destroy them selves by their tyranny and 
injustice. 
There is not aud never has 
been more tban one way by which men can 
prosper in this world, and that is by doing 
their own work. 
W hoever leans upon 
others, whoever expects the Government 
to take care of him, is unworthy of free­ 
dom and incapable of exercising the rights 
and performing the duties of citizenship 
intelligently. 
As to the financial proposi­ 
tions of the Greenbackers, 
they are in 
character. 
The demand for a national cur­ 
rency of paper alone, based upon noth­ 
ing, 
and 
to 
be 
¡Dilated 
whenever 
the most stupid people raised a howl that 
“ the volume of the currency” needed 
expansion to meet “ the demands of trade,” 
is as Communistic as all the rest, and the 
whole platform is illustrative of that class 
of minds which are incapable of learning 
anything from experience, which prefer 
ignorance to wisdom, which imagine that 
natural laws can be suspended oi amended 
to suit particular whims or fancies, and 
wli ch always begin by hopelessly mud­ 
dling them selves with the delusion that 
every idea advanced by educated men is 
therefore to be suspected and challenged. 
The Greenbackers will doubtless attract 
some votes. 
There ha3 been the flavor of 
Communism in the Democracy, or its off­ 
shoots, these tw enty years, and there íb a 
kind of Democrat who has an affinity for 
Greenbackism. 
W e shall not object to the 
weakening of the Democratic vote in this 
way, hut we are satisfied that this is the 
only result that will flow from the Green­ 
back movement, either here or elsewhere.

The preposterous coinage of silver still 
■goes on month afier month. 
The people 
refuse to take the metal, and it cannot bo 
kept in 
circulation. 
The 
Government 
vaults are overflowing with the silver 
money, and already there is a fresh cry 
for more space. 
But two 
millions 
a 
‘month continuo to be added to the hoard, 
and Congress has adjourned without at­ 
tem pting to adjust the matter, both par­ 
ties being apparently afraid to propose the 
repeal of a law which has been shown to 
be one of the most conspicuous failures on 
record. 
The truth is that nobody wants 
silver in quantities, aud that this coinage 
is a positive aud serious waste, having no 
compensation. 


THE GREENBACKERS. 


The Greenbackers have held a State 
Convention in San Francisco, though it is 
said that no other part of the State was 
represented. 
This is the more curious 
since the Greenback programme has made 
a good deal of headway in the Southern 
counties, where indeed it already threat­ 
ens to break the back of the Democracy, 
whence it is mainly recruited. 
The plat­ 
form adopted in San Francisco is of a 
kind calculated to tickle the fancy of the 
ignorant, the indolent and the greedy.

is merely nominal. . Its propositions are

THE DOCTORS AT FAULT. 


It has been said quite often enough that 
! Dr. Tanner's starving experiment cannot 
have any practical use. 
It will have at 
least this use, that it 
w ill expose the 
fallacy of medical dogmatism on the sub­ 
ject of abstinence. 
It has been asserted in 
medical text-books for a long time that 
such feats as 
Dr. Tanner has already 
achieved are impossible. 
H e has now 
lived twenty-four days without food, and 
during ten days of that period he was 
without water also. 
Another very re­ 
markable circumstance is that after he had 
fasted for tw elve or thirteen days, his 
weight began to increase, and he actually 
gained four pounds in tw o days. As it is held 
by physicians and physiologists that the 
body consumes its own tissues when not 


supplied w ith food, the increase in weight 
is an embarrassing fact. 
Indeed, Dr. Tan­ 
ner has very obstinately controverted quite 
a number of well-established theories about 
what happens during the process of star­ 
vation. 
His mind has continued clear, his 
strength ha3 net declined, his pulse has re­ 
mained normal, aud in fact he has under­ 
gone nono of the physical changes which 
the books 
declare unavoidable. 
If he 
should live to complete his forty days’ fast 
—and there appears now to be no reason 
why he should not—it will be necessary to 
reconsider a number of questions which 
have hitherto been regarded a3 closed. 
This alone will be a considerable gain to 
science, and would perhaps be cheaply pur­ 
chased with the collapse of Dr. Tanner.

N ew Y o r k, J u ly 15, 1880. 
A good deal of unfavorable comment 
has been made here upon Samuel J. Tilden 
since the death of his nephew, Colonel 
W illiam Tilden Pelton, made notorious by 
his connection with the cipher frauds. 
There is very little doubt that Pelton’s 
death was hastened, if not directly caused, 
by the treatment he received at the hands 
of his uncle, who may well be charged 
with the grossest ingratitude. 
As every­ 
body knows, Pelton was made the scape­ 
goat for Tilden’s sins. W hen it w'as discov­ 
ered that the Reformer had been trying to 
buy electoral votes and Returning Boards 
through his nephew, acting as his confi­ 
dential agent, the 
latter took all the 
blame upon himself, fully exculpating his 
kinsman. 
H e acted as generously as a 
man could in a very dishonest cause ; but 
he could not, of course, prevent the public 
from seeing the truth—that the really 
guilty person was his avuncular employer. 
He certainly deserved well at the hands of 
Tilden, who, however, felt deeply aggrieved 
at Pelton, not for his corruptness aud gen­ 
eral political rascality, but for his expos­ 
ure. 
The. reformer does not care much

H e resorts to, provided he be not found 
out. 
H e could not forgive his nephew for 
the crime of being found out. 
H e did not 
deal openly with him ; but he showed his 
resentment iu many ways. 
He turned him 
out of his house, where he had long had a 
home—he may have been impelled to do 
this for outward effect—and completely 
altered his demeanor toward him. 
This 
alteration Pelton, who was really much at­ 
tached to his uncle, felt so deeply that it 
injured his health, not very strong at best, 
and finally carried him oft". He may justly 
be considered a victim of ingratitude. 
Tilden is extrem ely shrewd—he has dem­ 
onstrated his shrewdness ever since he 
became prominent in politics—but nobody 
has ever accused him of possessing an 
ounce of heart. 
He is, and has always 
been selfish, through and through ; he does 
not own any downright hum anity; he is 
the last man whom anybody would trust in 
an emergency. 
H e has no genuine friends, 
nor does he deserve any. 
His treatment 
of Pelton is a sample of his nature, and a 
sample that very few persons, even those 
equally mean, would accept. 
In all NeW 
York, I question if a more selfish old man, 
an old man more intent on his own ends to 
the exclusion of everybody and everything 
else, can be unearthed. 
The sordidness, 
the narrow egotism of .Samuel J. Tilden is 
generally understood, and the Democracy 
was wise, if they have the least desire to 
succeed, 
in throwing him overboard at 
Cincinnati.

GEORGE DIP LEY. 
It is said that a collection of George 
R ipley’s writings w ill soon be made, and 
issued in tw o octavo volnme3. 
He w*as a 
ripe scholar, an original thinker, a fine 
stylist. 
He had led a literary life from 
the beginning. 
He had been more than 
thirty years a reviewer of books ; never­ 
theless, he had, oddly enough, never made 
a book of his own, the small controversial 
volumes, produced while he was a U ni­ 
tarian clergyman, hardly counting as ex­ 
ceptions. 
It is doubtful if another such 
instance could he mentioned either here or 
in Europe. 
Ripley, who was continually 
writiug, never put any cutiré work of his 
ownbetweencovers. Hew’asfom lof authors, 
but he disliked mere book-makers, and was 
determined not to be thought one of them 
himself. 
He would not properly have 
come under the head, for though he worked 
for a daily newspaper, he worked with as 
much care and conscientiousness as if he 
had been consigning every word to poster­ 
ity. 
H is many admirers would like a lit­ 
erary memorial of the eminent and genial 
critic, and it should by all means be fur­ 
nished.

JANITORS’ FAMILIES. 
It is generally thought that lower Broad­ 
way is deserted in the evening, as all the 
offices and stores are closed in the after- 
nooD, and the quarter relinquished to 
quietude and occasional pedestrians. 
But 
since the very hot weather has set in, it is 
found to be quite full after dark of men, 
women and children, who crowd about the 
main 
entrances 
and 
flow 
over 
the 
sidewalks. 
W ho 
are 
these 
people? 
Whence 
came 
they ? 
They 
are 
the 
janitors of the buildings and their nu­ 
merous families, including their relatives, 
friends and visiting acquaintances. 
They 
are in ordinary seasons within. doors, and 
therefore invisible to the passer-by. 
But 
during this torrid weather they go into the 
street for a little fresh air and show their 
parental fertility to advantage. 
It is sur­ 
prising how large a progeny janitors beget. 
Some of them have as many as nine or ten, 
even twelve children, w ith only a year 
or a year and a half between them ; the 
average number seeming to be seven or 
eight to the couple. 
Then they have in 
their household many country cousins, who 
come to town in summer to spend a few 
days or weeks. 
Moreover, their acquaint­ 
ances from the whole neighborhood, in­ 
cluding Brooklyn, Jersey City, Hoboken 
and \ \ echawken, visit them at this season. 
Consequently, lower Broadway, especially 
south of Canal street, presents a most pop­ 


ulous appearance between sunset and II 
o’clock. Areporter of a morning newspaper 
recently counted in a single short block 
335 adults and minors airing them selves 
in front of buildings where nobody is sup­ 
posed to live. 
If the enumerators failed in 
the late census to take the janitors and 
their families—and it is quite probable that 
they did—they have made a very import­ 
ant omission, aud one that would materi­ 
ally sw ell the aggregate. 
The size of jani­ 
torial families is of politico-economical 
interest. 
W hy are they so large? 
Do 
janitors despise M althus? 
They’ probably 
do, since they are Usually foreigners, uned­ 
ucated and without vivid sense of responsi­ 
bility. 
But their contempt for Malthus 
w ill not solve the problem. 
They have far 
more children thau other people of their 
grade in like circumstances. 
Is fertility 
increased by living under a roof, by sweep­ 
ing, dusting, scrubbing, by dull routine, 
by freedom from thought, by gregarious 
habits ? 
The question is worth examina­ 
tion. 
W hen shall we have an exhaustive 
essay in the N orth American or Popular 
Science Monthly, entitled 
“ The Reason 
why Janitors Sw ell the Census ?” 


VARIETIES. 
Speaking of the census reminds me of 
the wonderful growth of this country, and 
measurably of the whole globe, as evinced 
by'the new edition of Lippincott’s “ Gaz­ 
etteer of the W orld.” 
The new edition, 
wholly another work from the old edition, 
contains notices of more than 125,000 
places, aud furnishes a fund of geographical 
information contained in no other single 
volume. 
That an entirely new Gazetteer 
Bhould be required in ten years—the latest 
previous edition was dated 1870—proves 
the world’s very rapid advancement in the 
march of progress. 
If an American wishes 
to be acquainted with the great Republic 
of to-day he must introduce himself to the 
new Lippiucott’s Gazetteer. 
Some of the newspapers here are badger­ 
ing Henry W ard Beecher on his want of 
orthodoxy, 
lie is undoubtedly as ortho­ 
dox as any man of intellect and progress 
can he, in the midst of the present revela­ 
tions of reason and science. 
If all clergy­ 
men in orthodox pulpits were as outspoken 
as Beecher is, we should hear of far more 
heresy in the pulpit even than we now do. 
Tne appointment by Harper & Brothers 
of an agent (II. B. Bowker) in London for 
the sale of their publications, shows the 
foothold that Anierioan literature is gain­ 
ing in Europe. 
Scribner & Co. have for 
some time issued their magazine in L ondoD , 
having a branch there o f their New York 
house. 
The exodus to the Old W orld continues 
undiminished, although it had been thought 
that it would greatly decline after the close 
of June. 
It is supposed that this year will 
exceed all previous years for American 
travel abroad. 
The number of shops and enterprises of 
every kind which are continually begin­ 
ning and ending here is very striking to a 
N ew Yorker. 
It is estimated that the 
losses by such failures amount on an aver­ 
age to fully $5,000,000 a year, and I imag­ 
ine the estimate to be rather below than 
above the fact. 
The weather here does not improve—im­ 
provement meaning, of course, reduced 
temperature 
and 
oppressiveness. 
The 
temperature‘is not so very high, but the 
atmosphere, even at 80’, seems lifeless. 
The city has rarely suffered more than it 
has this summer.

The coll-ctions of taxes on personal 
property now average about $7,000 daily, i 
There arc four ships now fully due at 
this port from New York, one from Phila­ 
delphia, four from Europe and half-a-dozen 
from various ports in thu Pacific.

Maggie J. Corbett, the infant daughter 
of M. Corbett, a resident of No. 27 Ste­ 
venson street, between Twelfth and Thir­ 
teenth streets, Mas found drowned at 9 
o’clock this morning in an old beer keg, 
partly filled with water, which stood in 
the rear yard and was used as a water 
trough for chickens.

A letter from Tombstone, A. T., says: 
There are about thirty saloons in the town, 
ten or twelve stores of one kind or another, 
and the rest are restaurants and lodging- 
houses. No church or school-house. Goods 
are mostly brought from Tucson by rail to 
Benson, and thence by teams to this place. 
About sixteen miles south of Globe, in 
the Pinal mountains, Arizona, a high grade, 
galena silver-bearing ore body, has been 
struck, measuring five feet from wall to 
wall, assaying from 300 to 800 ounces in 
silver, besides carrying about forty per 
cent. lead. 
A granite monument, 40 tons in weight, 
30 feet high, and coating $5,000, has been 
received at Oakland.

tw enty-tw o feet wide and over 400 feet 
long. 
The ground has always paid well 
and is believed to be extremely rich. 
The river miners on Scott and Klamath 
rivers are busy' making preparations to get 
iuto these streams. 
Although the streams 
are receding slowly-, the hot weather lately 
has melted off nearly all the snow, so that 
there will not be much left i» a few days 
more to keep the streams up. 
W hen the 
snow disappears from the high mountains 
the streams suddenly drop to low water 
mark, as if the bottom had fallen out. 
Yesterday, while L. P. Schmidt was on 
his rounds with the butcher wagon, says 
the Nevada City- H erald of July 20th, out 
near Coomper’s ■sawmill, he killed three 
rattlesnakes in the road with his whip, one 
of which had eleven rattles on. 
H e says 
that rattlesnakes are more numerous this 
year than he has ever seen them before. It 
is not very safe to travel in the -.V001I3 
while they are so thick, as a person is lia­ 
ble to b e bitten at almost every turn, that 
is, in such a locality as the above men­ 
tioned. 
The population of forty counties in Cali­ 
fornia, from which returns have been re­ 
ceived, foots up 757,35S, against 4S9.675 
in 1S70, showing a gain of 207,083, or over 
tifty-four per cent. 
According to these 
returns, if the per cent, of increase holds 
out in the remaining tw elve counties yet to 
be heard from, the population of Califor­ 
nia will number 802,780, or a gain of 302,­ 
533 since 1S70. 
The largest percentage of 
gain is 1,240 in Mono. 
Only two coun­ 
ties— Alpine and Tuolumne—show a de­ 
crease of population. 
It is rumored at Grantsville, says the 
Austin (Nev.) Reveille, that a company-of 
capitalists have arranged for sinking a shaft 
one thousand feet in depth on a series of 
locations recently made, adjoining the A l­ 
ameda, in the mountain west of the town 
of Grantsville. 
The enterprise is in the 
hands of men who have had large experi­ 
ence on the Comstock, and if carried out, 
as reported, means mining in a system atic 
manner. 
It is claimed that machinery- has 
been shipped from San Francisco for the 
new shaft indicated above.

was a very enthusiastic one. 
It was a repre­ 
sentative audience, one which showed more 
warmth and heartiness than has been man­ 
ifest yet in any meeting of 
the present 
campaign. At times the people were roused 
to cheers and long and loud plaudits. In all, 
it may be pronounced oue of the finest ward 
meetings ever held in the city. 
The meeting 
was called to order by 


PRESIDENT C. T. JONES, 
Who said the Club had resolved to hold a 
mas3 meeting. 
It was time for Republicans 
to come out and make a show of the faith 
that is in them. They ought to come out and 
join Clubs, put their names on Republican 
rolls and let the enemy see that those who 
believe in Republican principles are going 
into the fight determined to win. 
He urged 
upon those who are not ready to give over 
the Government to the Democracy to enter 
now upon the campaign, and make it an 
earnest and real fight. The isBues at stake 
are great and demand of the people their 
consideration at home and in mass meeting, 
in the street and in the Club-room. [Ap­ 
plause.] He introduced as the first speaker 
Attorney-General 


A. L. HART, 
Who was received with applause. 
He was 
glad to see present such numbers of ladies— 
they who are always loyal to the Republic. 
[Applause.] With instincts that are right, 
they are for the right in politics. He was 
glad to see so many young men present, and 
he expressed his belief that two-thirds of the 
young men of America are to-day Republi­ 
cans. 
[Applause.] In pronouncing anath­ 
emas he wanted it understood his party ut­ 
tered them against the Democratic party and 
not against individuals. 
[Applause.] The 
principles of the Republican party are based 
on 
love 
of 
country, and 
it 
has 
a 
right to debate them boldly and without 
fear of interruption. [Applause.] The party 
to which he belonged believed in free speech, 
free thought and freedom. 
[Applause.] If 
he had said bitter things, then no Democrats 
should take them as individual insults. The 
issues of the campaign are presented by two 
candidates on two platforms. 
One of them 
was nominated by the representative men of 
the nation—General 
James A. Garfield 
[cheers and long and loud applause]; one 
who has distinguished himself on the field of 
battle and in the councils of the nation [ap­ 
plause] ; one of the leading statesmen of the 
age. [Applause.] 
His opponent is but a 
military man. 
The issue is, shall Garfield 
be the representative of liberty, progress, 
intelligence [applause], or shall 
we go 
back to I860 and put into 
power the 
party that 
stole 
the 
nation’s 
money 
and arms to put into traitorous hands, 
to destroy the Republic aud trail its flag in 
the dust. Shall that party he put into place 
again? [Criesof '‘Never,” cheers aud long ap­ 
plause.] If he had not another reason for 
being a Republican, it was enough that the 
flag of the party is the Hag of the nation, 
bathed in the blood of Lincoln. 
[Applause.] 
Flaunting the bloody shirt! Why, what is 
that? Simply the displaying of the record 
of the party that put the blood of Union men 
upon the earth. [ A|%lause.] When it be­ 
came necessary to maintain the country of 
Washington and Jefferson the Republican 
party citue to the front and saved us against 
the assaults of the Democratic party. [Ap­ 
plause.] Why the fight of I860 is raging yet. 
Who wages it? Why the Democratic party, 
boasting of a solid South and of a Hancock, 
whose only record was made in killing rebels, 
and now they 
hide 
behind 
his skirts 
to fight the battle over again. 
[Applause.J 
They told us if we elected Lincoln they would 
divide the Union. They tried it, but under 
a divine Providence we raised the old flag 
above the rebel hosts and saved the nation 
against the combined hosts of the Democracy. 
[Applause.] How does this time compare 
with that? See ! they threatened when we 
elected Liucoln.

fool and a traitor. [Applause.] The Demo­ 
cratic party says in Alabama, it you dare to 
vote the Republican ticket we will kill you. 
We dare not threaten the great Government 
of the Nati in again, hut we dare to threaten 
the individual members of the hated Repub­ 
lican party. [Applause.] It is the begin­ 
ning of 
the 
old 
lawlessness of 
I860, 
when they told us 
and 
all 
the Na­ 
tion 
that 
we 
dare 
not 
elect 
a 
President 
of 
the United 
States. [Ap­ 
plause.] He believed the approaching elec­ 
tion means in--re than the election of a man 
to sit as Pit .¡dent; it means, if the Demo­ 
crats win with their solid South, that they 
will have the party of progress again in a po­ 
sition to crowd it to the wall, and preach 
openly that the amendments are null and 
void, as they did when Hancock indorsed the 
platform of 1868. They say they have de­ 
parted from the doctrine of States Rights. 
They said it when they nominated Greeley, 
but they never meant it. On the v*ery verge 
i of the clase of the war these men, who were 
fighting for States Rights and secession, noin- 
¡ inated a Union soldier, McClellan. Defeated, 
they next took up Greeley, a father of Abo­ 
litionism, a hater of slavery and secession. 
1 Greeley took his dotage and the nomination 
together, and die 1. 
Then the Democratic 
party follow up this inconsistency u ith the 
nomination of Hancock, a l ’ninu soldier, but 
it is the same <f.d party seeking for power and 
nothing eke, for principle it ha3 set aside. 
[Applause.] Dp in Colusa where became

[Applause.] They charge him with frauds; 
do declared such

No 
| other slavery do we want now. {A^pplanse.J 
- The Chinese evil is a great one. Under the 
I confederation every State had to tatify a 
treaty, but to enabie a Government to be set 
up tliat could treat with the great powers of 
the earth, the Union was formed, based on 
the Constitution, and it says the treaty- 
making power shall bs vested in the Presi­ 
dent and the Senate, and the treaties 
shall be the supreme law of the land. 
Read 


it for yourselves, and you will see it is a cor­ 
ner-stone of the Union. Well, Garfield stood 
up in his place in Congress and said, “ I will 
maintain the national honor and stand by the 
veto of the President, because it is wrong in 
law and morak to vacate a treaty until notice 
has

Garfield, op­ 
posed to and openly pronounced againt_ Chi­ 
nese immigration, anxious and willing to 
help the people of California against the 
Chinese evil, had courage to declare against 
attempted national dishonor. 
[Applause ] 
The Democracy and its candidate will not 
reach the Presidential chair. They reminded 
him of a story. A visitor and his wife to the 
State Fair were looking at the fine exhibits 
displayed. 
The wife espied a beautiful chair 
in the Pavilion, aud called the attention of 
her spouse to it. He admitted that it was a 
fine chair, and passed on.

[Great 
applause.] With a brilliant preroratiou Mr.

After music by the band, Mr. Jones intro­ 
duced 
W. A. CHENEY. 
Who said he had prepared in his mind some 
thoughts to give expression to, but Mr. Hart 
had gone over the ground and said what he 
had intended to treat of. He must therefore 
speak of other things, and would be brief. He 
asked himself why he was not a Democrat, 
and why he is a Republican ? He stood in 
front of Fanueil Hall and saw a thousand 
men to beat of drum in health and strength 
march with flying banners to 
the de­ 
fense of the Government. A year after 
he stood on the 
same spot, 
still but

banner, too, all full of bullet-holes and 
stained with their blood.

ter. [Applause.] The speaker continued at 
length, pointing out why the elements sur­ 
rounding Hancock politically cannot 
be 
trusted to administer the Government. 


GROVE L. JOHNSON 
Was called for, and respondel by coming 
from the midst of the audience to the stand, 
and was received with loud applause and 
cheers. 
He said that after the able and elo­ 
quent speeches that had been made, he could 
not venture at the then late hour, to enter 
upon a speech and discussion of the issues of 
the campaign. But he would congratulate 
the Club upon its splendid meeting, and he 
would say that while he was just as enthusi­ 
astic as any one, and was working as hard as 
he knew how for the Republican party, yet 
no man and no woman who loves the Repub­ 
lican party should cease in their efforts for 
its triumph, aud they should not run away 
with the idea that it is going to be an easy 
fight, or that it is already won—by no 
means.
